k* An underground air raid shelter at Kuanyinshan iMj % ^ ), in the Canton 

area, is capable of holding 3,000 persons. Construction was started in August 
1950 and v/as completed in late January 1951 by 10,000 civilian laborers. In 
mid-Uarch a special permit from Canton municipal authorities was required for 
entry into the shelter. The 1* entrances to lids shelter are as follows s one

Canton, by rail fraa llankowr* They were immediately sent to a ware- 
house at Mhite Cloud Airfield® Martial law was imposed on Canton while the 
boxes wore being transported to the airfield from the railroad station* 

8* Chinese Communist authorities in Canton arc planning to build one or two 

storage depots at the base of a hill at the north end of idiite Cloud Airfield 
and an underground railroad between the field and the depots* Mach depot is 
to have the capacity for 50,000 tons of bombs® In mid-March Soviet advisers 
-were helping Chinese Coanmraists survey the area for the construction of the 
depots and railroad®
